% Am not yet recover'd from the aſtoniſhment 
into which I was thrown by your 
race's verbal meffage, in anſwer to my letter of 
the firft of November. In a converſation I had 
with Colonel Fitzroy at the Hotel d'Eſpaigne, he did 
me the honour of aſſuring me, that I ſhould find his 
brother my real and fincere friend, extremely de- 
firous to concur in doing me jultice ; that he was to 
tell me this from your grace, Eut that many in- 
terefting particulars relative tome cau'd not be com- 
municated by letter, nor by the poſt. I fondly be- 
liev'd theſe obliging affurances, becauſe on a varie- 
ty of occaſions your grace had teſtified a full appro- 


bation of my conduct, had thank'd me in the moſt 


flattering terms as the perſon the moſt uſeful to the 
common cauſe in which we were embark'd, and 
had ſhewn an uncommon zeal to ſerve a man who 
had ſuffer'd ſo much in the cauſe of liberty. . _ 
I returned to England with the gayeſt, and 
the moſt lively hopes. As ſoon as I arriv'd at Lon- 
don, I deſired my excellent friend Mr. Fitzherbert, 
to wait on your grace with every profeſſion of re- 
gard

gard on my part, and the reſolution I had taken 


of entirely ſubmitting the mode of the application 
I ſhould make to the throne for my pardon. I can- 


not expreſs the anxiety, which your grace 's anſwer

- 1 then beg'd Mr. F: zherbert to ſtate the reaſons, 


which made it impoſhble for me io follow that ad- 
vice, from every principal of honour both public 
and private. I ſhew'd too the impropriety of ſup- 
plicating a fellow ſubject for mercy, the prerrgatrve 
good Kings are moſt jealous of, by far the brighteſt - 
jewel in their crown, and the attribute, by which 
they may the ncareſt approach to the Divinity, 

] afterwards wrote the letter to your grace, which 
T have ſeen in all the public- prints. I never re- 


-ceiv'd any other anſwer but a verbal meſſage, Mr. 


Wilkes muſt write to Lord Chatham : I do nothing 


evithout Lord Chatham. When I ſound that my 


pardon was to be bought with the ſacrifice of my 
honour, I had the virtue not to heſtate. I fpurn'd 
at the propoſal, and left my dear native London with 


a heart full of grief that my faireſt hopes were blaſt- 


ed, of humiliation that J had given an eaſy faith to 
the promiſes of a Miniſter and a Courtier, and of 


aſtoniſhment that a nobleman of parts and diſcern- 


ment could continue in an- infatuation, from 


which the conduct of Lord Chatham had recover'd 
every other man in the nation. He was indeed long 


the favourite character of our countrymen. Every 
tongue was wanton in his praiſe. The whole peo- 
ple laviſh'd on him their choiceſt favours, and en- 
deavour'd by the nobleſt means, by an unbounded 
generoſty and contdence, to have kept him vir- 
tuous. With what anguiſh were we at laſt unde- 
ceiv'd ! how much it colt us to give up a man, who

had ſo long entirely kept poſſeſſion of our hearts! 
how cruel was the firuggle ! But alas! how is he 
chang'd? how fallen? from what height fallen? 
His glorious ſun is ſet, I believe never to riſe 
again. | 


We. long hop'd, my Lord, that publick virtue 


was the guide of his actions, and the love of our 


country his ruling paſſion, but he has fully ſhewn 


omn's vis vir viriuſque in lingud ſita eff. Our hearts 
glow'd with gratitude for the important ſervices he 
had done againft the common enemy, and the 
voice of the nation hail'd him our delivercr ; but 


private ambition was all the while ſkulking behind 


the ſhield of the patriot, and at length in an evil 
hour made him quit the ſcene of all his glory, the 
mly place, in which he could be truly uſeful, for 
retreat, where he knew it was impoſſible the con- 
tidence of the people cou'd follow, but where he 
might in inglorious eaſe bear his BLUSHING Ho- 
- nours thick upin him. N 9 

I might now, my Lord, expoſtulate with your 
Grace on a verbal meſſage, and of ſuch a nature, 
in anſwer to a letter couch'd in the moſt decent 
and reſpectful terms, coming too from a late mem- 
ber of the legiſlature. I might regret, that the 


largeſt profters of friendſhip, and real ſervice, cou'd 


mean no more than two or three words of cold ad- 
vice, that I ſhould apply to another. I might be 


terapted to think it a duty of office on the firſt Lord 
of the Treaſury to have ſubmitted to his Majeſty a 
petition relative to the exerciſe of the nobleſt act of 
regal power, which any conſtitution can give any 


ſovereign. Surely, my Lord, my application to the 
firit Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, who is always 


confider'd as the firſt Miniſter in England, was the 
| n 
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very proper application. As I had made no dif- 
covery of any new wonderful pill or drop, nor pre- 
tended to the ſecret of curing the gout or the tooth- 
ach, I never thought of ſoliciting Lord Chatham for 
a privy ſeal. His Lordſhip's office was neither im- 
portant, nor. reſponſible. I will not however en- 
large on this, but I ſhall deſire your grace's per- 
million fully to ſtate what has happen d to me as a 
private gentleman relative to Lord Chatham, be- 
cauſe I wou'd not leave. a doubt concerning the pro- 
45 of my conduct, in a mind naturally ſo can- 

id, and ſo capable of judging truly, as that of 
the Duke. of Grafton. e 2 , 

L believe that the flinty heart of Lord Chatham: 
has known the ſweets. of private friendſhip, and 
the tine feclings of humanity, as little as even: Lord 
Mansfield. They are both form'd to be admir'd, 
not belov'd. A proud, inſolent, overbearing, am- 
bitious man is always full of the ideas of his own- 

importance, and vainly imagines himfelf ſuperior 
to the equality neceſſary among real friends, in all 
the moments of true enjoyment. Friendſhip is too 
pure a pleaſure for a mind canker d with ambition, 
or the luſt of power and grandeur. Lord Chasam 
declar d in Parliament the ſtrongeſt attachment to 
Lord. Temple, one of the greateſt characters our 
country cou'd ever boaſt, and ſaid he wor'd live and 
die with his noble brother. He hes receiv'd obli- 
cations of the firſt magnitude from that noble brother, 
vet what trace of gratitude or of friendſhip was ever 
found in any part of his conduct? and has he not 
now declared the moſt open variance, and even 
hoſtility? I have bad as warm and expreſs declar- 
ations of regard as could be made by this marble- 
hearted, friend, and Mr. Pitt: had: no doubt his

views-in even feeding me with flattery from time to 
time; on occaſions too where candour and indul- 
gence were all I cou d claim. He may remember 
the compliments he paid me on two certain poems 
in the year 1754. If ] were to take the declara- 
tions made by himſelf and the late Mr. Putter d la 
L:itre, they were more charm'd with thoſe verſes 
after the ninety ninth reading, than after the firſt ; 
ſo that from this circumſtance, as well as a few of 
his ſpeeches in parliament, it ſeems to be likewiſe 
true of the firſt orator, or rather the firſt comedian, 
of our age, non diſplicuiſſe illi jocos, ſed nen conti- 
giſſe. | | 
þ $0 now ſubmit to your grace, if there was 
not ſomething peculiarly baſe and pertidious in 
Mr. Pitt's calling me a, blaſphemer of my God for 
thoſe very verſes, at a time when I wes abſeyt, and 
_ dangerouſly ill from an affair of honour. The 
charge too he knew was falſe, for the whole ridi- 
cule of thoſe two pieces was confined to certain 
myſteries, which formerly the wnplac'd and unpen- 
fiin'd Mr. Pitt did not think himſelf obliged even 
to affect to believe. He added another charge 
equally unjuft, that I was the libeller of my king, 
though he was ſenſible that I never wrote a ſingle 
line diſreſpectiul to the ſacred perſon of my ſover- 
eign, but had only attack d the deſpotiſm of his 
miniſters, with the ſpirit becoming a good ſubject, 
and zealous friend of his. country. The reaſon of 
this perfidy was plain. He was then beginning to 
to pay homage to to the Sœottiſi Idol, and I was the 
moſt acceptable ſacrifice he cou'd offer at the ſhrine - 
of BuTE. Hiſtory ſcarcely gives ſo remarkable a 
change. He was a few: years ago the mad, ſediti- 
eus Tribune of the People, inſulting his Sovereign

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even in his capital city, now he is the abject; 
crouching deputy of the proud Scot, who he de- 
clar'd in parliament wanted wiſdom, and held prin- 
cipali incompatible with freedom; a moſt ridiculous 
character ſurely for a ftateſman, and the ſubject of a 
iree kingdom, but the very proper compoſition for 
a favourite, Was it poſſible for me aſter this to. 
write a ſuppliant letter to Lord Chatham? ] am the 
hrſt to pronounce myſelf moſt unworthy of a par- 
don, if I could have obtain'd it on thofe terms, 

Although I declare, my Lord, that the conſci- 
ous pride of virtue makes me look down with con- 
tempt on a man, who cou'd be guilty of this baſe- 
nefs, who cou'd in the lobby declare that I muſt 
be ſupported, and in the Houſe on the fame day 
deſert and revile me, vet I will on every occaſion. 
do juſtice to the Miniſter. He has ferv'd the pub- 
lic in all thoſe points, where the good of the na- 
tion coincided with his own private views; and in 
no other. I venerate the men ory of the Secretary, 
and I think it an honour to myfclf that ] ſteadilv 
ſupported in parliament an adminiſtration, the moſt 
ſucceſsful we ever had, and which carried the glory 
of the nation to the higheſt pitch in every part of the 
world. He found his country almoſt in deſpair. 
He rais'd the noble ſpirit of England, and ftrain'd. 
every nerve againtt our enemies. His plans, when 
in power, were alwsys great, though in direct 
poſition to the declarations of his whole life, when 
out of power. The invincible bravery of the Bri- 
rſh troops gave ſucce$ even to the moſt raſh, the 
moſt extravagant, the moſt deſperate of his projects. 
He ſaw early the hoftile intentions of Spain, and if 
the written advice had been follow'd, a very few 


weeks had then probably clos d the laſt general 


war;

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war; altough the merit of that advice was more 
the merit of his noble brother, than his own. 
After the omnipotence of Lord Bute in 1761 had 
forced Mr. Pitt to retire from his —_—_ Coun- 
cils, and the cauſe was declared by himſelf to be 
our conduct relative to Spain, I had the happineſs 
of ſetting that affair in ſo clear and advantagious a 
light, that he expreſs'd 'the moſt entire ſattstaction, 
and particular obligations to my friendſhip. 1 do 
not however make this a claim of merit to Mr, Pitr. 
It was my duty, from the peculiar advantages of 
information I then had. TEIN 

The conftitution of our country has no obliga- 
tions to him, He. bas left it with all its beauties, 
and all its blemiſhes. He never once appear'd in 
curneſt about any queſtion of liberty. He was the 
cauſe that in 1764 no point was gain'd for the pub- 
lic in the two great queſtions of GENERAL WAR- 
KANTS, and the SEIZURE oF PAPERs. The 
curſed remains of the court of Star Chamber, the 
enormous. power of the Attorney General, the ſole 
great judicial officer of the crown, who is durante 
bene placito, and not upon oath, who tramples on 
Grand Furies, and breaks down the firſt, the fore- 
moſt barriers of liberty, continued during his ad- 
miniſtration the' ſame as before, Every grievance, 
which was not rooted out by the glorious revolution, 
and the latter ſtruggles of our patriots, ſtill fubfifts 
in full force, notwithſtanding the abſolute power 
he exercis'd for ſeveral years over every department 
of the ſtate. But I have done with Lord Chatham. 
leave him to the poor conſolation of a place, a 
penſion, and a peerage, for which he has ſold the 
confidence of a great nation. Pity ſhall find, and 


weep over him, 
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I am now, my Lord, once more driven from the 
Romans to the gay, the polite Athenians, but I ſhall 
endeavour to convince your grace that I am not to- 
tally loſt to my country nor to myſelf, in this ſcæne 
of elegant diſſipation, and that I do not waſte the 
time in unavailing complaints of my hard fate, and 
the ingratitude of thoſe Lhave ſerv'd with ſucceſs, 
for I ſhall very ſoon beg to call the public attention 
to ſome points of national importance, and in the 
mean time I ſhall embrace this opportunity of do- 
ing myſelf juſtice againſt the calumnies, which a 

reſtleſs faction does not ceaſe to propagate. _ 
The affair of the GENERAL WARRANT, and 
the HABEAS CoRrevs, is told very unfaithfully, 
and almoſt every particular, relative to my being 
made a priſoner, and ſent to the Tower on the zoth 
of April 1763, has been injuriouſly miſrepreſented 
in ſeveral late publications. I ſhall therefore ſtate 
the tranſactions of that memorable day, and I may 
#ppeal to the mimites taken at the time for the ac- 
curacy of this relation. 5 
On my return from the city early in the morning, 
I met at the end of Great Georges Street one of the 
King's Meſſengers. He told me that he had « 
warrant to apprehend me, which he muſt execute 
immediately, and that J muſt attend him to Lord 
Halifax's. ] defired to Tee the ævarrant. He ſaid it 
was againf/ the auiliart, printers, and publiſhers of 
the Neri Briten, No. 45, and that his verbal or- 
ders were to arreit Mr. Willzs. I told him the 
warrant did not reſpect me; I advisd him to be 
very Civil, and to uſe: no violence, in the ſtrect, 
for if he attempted force, ] wou'd put him to death 
in the inſtant; but if he would come quietly to my 
houſe, I wou'd convince him of the legality of 
| the 
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the warrant, and the injuſtice of the orders he had 
receiv d. He choſe to accompany me home, and 


then produc d the GENERAL WARRANT. I de- 
clar'd that ſuch a warrant was abſolutely, illegal 


and void in itſelf, that it was a ridiculous warrant - 


againſt the whole Engliſh nation, and I aſk'd why 
he would ſerve it on me, rather than on the Lord 
Chancellor, on either of the Secretaries, on Lord 
Bute, or Lord Cork, my next door neighbour: 
The anſwer was, I amto arreſt Mr. Wilkes. About 
an hour aſterwards two other Meſſengers arriv d, 
and ſeveral of their aſſiſtants. They all endea- 
vour'd in vain to perſuade me to accompany them 
to Lord Halitax's, - I had likewiſe many civil meſ- 
ſages from his Lordſhip to defire my attendance. My 
only anſwer was, that I had not the honour of viſiting 
his Lordſhip, and this firtt application was rather 
rude and ungentleman-like, 
While ſome of the meſſengers and their aſſiſtants 
were with me, Mr. Churchill came into the room, 
had heard that their verbal orders were likewiſe 
to apprehend him, but I ſuſpected they did net 
know his perſon, and by preſence of mind I had 
the happineſs of ſaving my friend. As ſoon as Mr, 
Churchill enter'd the room, I accoſted him, Good 
morrow, Mr. Thompſon. How dees Mrs. Thompſon 
% ti day? Does ſh: dine in the country ? Mr. Church- 
ill thank'd me, ſaid ſhe then waited for him, that 
he only came for a moment to aſk me how I did, 
and almoſt directly took his leave. He went home 
Immediately, ſecur'd all his papers, and retir'd into 
the country, The meſſengers cou'd never get intel- 
ligence where he was. The following week he 
came to town, and was preſent both the days of 
hearing at the court of Common Pleas; 


The 
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The whole morning paſs'd in meſſages between 
Lord Hallifax and me. The bufineſs of the meſ- 
ſengers being ſoon publickly known, ſeveral of my 
friends came to me on ſo extraordinary an event, I 
deſn'd two or three of them to go to the court of | 
Common PLEAas, to make affidavit of my being 
made a priſoner in my own houſe under an illegal 
warrant, and to demand the HAREAS Coryvs, 


The Chief juſtice gave orders that it ſhould iſſue 


immediately. | | 
A conftable came afterwards with ſeveral aſſiſt- 
ants to the meſſengers. I repeatedly inſiſted on their 
all leaving me, and declar'd I wou'd not ſuffer any 
one of them to continue in the room againſt my con- 
ſent, for I knew and would ſupport the rights of an 
Engliſhman in the ſanctuary of his own houfe, 1 
was then threaten'd with immediate violence, and 
a regiment of the guards, if neceſſary, J ſoon 
found all reſiſtance would be vain. The conſtable 
demanded my ſword, and inſiſted on my immedi- 
_ ately attending the meſſengers to lord Halifax's. I 
replied, that if they were not aſſaſſins, they ſhou'd 
firit give me their names in writing, They compli- 
ed with this, and thirteen ſet their hands to the pa- 
per. I then got into my own chair, and proceeded 
to lord Halifax's guarded by the meſſengers and 

their aſſiſtants. | 
I was conducted into a great apartment fronting 
the park, where lord Halifax and lord Egremont, 
the two ſecretaries of ſtate, were fitting at a table 
cover'd with paper, pens ard ink. The under- 
ſecretaries ftood near their lordſhips. Mr. Lovel 
Stanhope the law clerk, and Mr. Philip Carteret 
Webb, the folicitor of the Treaſury, were the on- 
ly perſons who attended. Lord Egremont receiv d 
me

me with a ſupercilious, inſolent air; lord Halifax 
with great politeneſs. I was deſir d to take the chair 
near their lordſhips which I did. Lord Halifax 
then began, that he was really concern d that he h 
been neceſſiated to proceed in that manner againſt me, 
that it was. exceedingly to be regretted that a geutle- 
man of my rank and abilities cou.d engage againſt his 
King, and his Majgſty's government. I replied, 
las his lordſhip could not be more miſtaken, for the 
= King had not a ſubject more tealouſly attach d to his- 
perſon and government than myſelf ; that I had all my 
lifs been a warm. friend of the Houſe of Brunſwick, 
an the Proteflant Succeſſion; that while J made the 
W :rieft profeſſions of duty to the King, I was equally 
res to declare in the ſame moment, that I believ'd no 
Prince had ever the misfgrtune of being ſerv'd-by ſucls. 
ignorant, inſolent, and deſpotic minifters, of which 
my being there was a freſh, glaring proof, for I was 
brought before their lordfhips by force, under a GR- 
NERAL WARRANT, which nam d no body, in vi- 
lation of the laws of my country, and ¶ the privile- 
ges of Parliament; that I beg d both. their lor4ftips 
'0 remember my preſent declaration, that on the very 
firit day of the enſuing ſeſſion of Parliament, I wwou'd 
Aland up in my place and impeach them for tlie out-. 
rape they had committed in my perſon againſt the li- 
berties of the people. Lord Halifax anfwer'd, that 
nothing had been done but by the advice of the beſt law- 
yers, and that it was now his duty to examin?2 me. 
He had in his hand a long lift of queſtions, regu- 
larly number'd. He began, Mr. Wilkes, do you- 
know Mr. Nearly? when did you ſee him? Sc. 2 Ce 
I replied, that I ſuſpected there was-a vain hope my 
anſwer would tend rather to what his lordſhip wiſh» 
d to know, that le ſeem d to be let iu a dark, and 
| tutricate-

intricate path, and really wanted much light to guide 
- him through it, but that I cou'd aſſure his lordſhip not 
a fingle ray ſhou'd come fr:m me. Lord Halifax re- 
turn'd to the charge, Mr. Wilkes, do you know Mr. 
Kearſly ? c. Sc. I ſaid, that this. was a curigſity 
on his lordſhip's part, which however laudable in the 
ſecretary, I did not find myſelf diſpoſed to gratify, 
and that at the end of my examinat ien all the quires 
of paper on their Lordſhips' table ſhou'd be as milk 
white as at the beginning. 

Lord Hallifax then defir'd'to remind me f my 
being their priſoner, and of their right to examine me, 
J anſwer'd, that I ſhru'd imagine their Lordſhips 
time was t00- firecrcus to be triſted away in that man- 
ner; that they might have ſeen before I wou d never 
ſay one word they deſir'd to know ; and I added, In- 
deed, my lords, Tam not made (F ſuch flight, flimſy 
fiuff ; then turning to lord Fgremont, I faid, Ceu' d 
you employ tortures, I wine d wever utter a word unbe- 
coming. my honour, er aſſectiug the ſa ved confidence 
-6f any friend. God has gi ven me firmneſs and fide- 
lity. You trifile away your time moſt egregiouſly, my 
lords. Lord Raltifaxithen advis'd me io weigh well 
the conſequences of my conduct, and the advantages to 
myſelf of a generous frank cnfeſſiin. I lamented 
the preſtitution of the word, GENEROUS, to what 1 


_ ſhou'd conſider as an att ' the utmaſt treachery, cow- 


ardice, and wickedneſ;, His Lordſhip then. aſkid 
me, If I choſe to he a priſoner in my -own houſe, at 
the Tower, or in Newgate, for he was diſpes'd to 
oblige me. I gave his lordſhip my thanks, but J 
defir'd to remark, that I never receiv 4 an-chligation 
hut from a friend, that I demanded juſtice, and my 
immediate liberty, at an Engliſhman, who had net 
&ff enied the laws his country ; that as tothe reſt, it 
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dba, beneath my attention, the odious idea of ręſtraiut 
was the ſame odious, idea every where ; that I won d 


go avhere I pleas'd, and if I was reſtrain d by a ſu- 
perior force, I muft yield to the violence, but wwau d 
ever give colour 10 it by a ſhameful compirom:ſe ; 


that every thing was indifferent to me in compar jon. 
my hon;ur and my liberty; that I made my appeal to 
the laws, and had already by my friends applied ts 
th: COURT OFCOMMON PLEAS fer the HABEAS , 
CORPUS, which the Chief Tuftice had actually or- 
der'd 19 be iſſued, and that I hop'd to owe my diſ- 

charge ſol:ly to my innocence, and io the vigour of 
the law in a free country, Lord Hallifax then told 
me, that I fhw'd be ſent ty the Tower, . where 1 


fhnu'd be treated in a manner ſuitable to my rank, and 
that he lin d the meſſengers had behav'd well to me. 
I acknowledg'd that they had behav'd with huma-

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I was afterwards conducted into another apart- 
ment. I found there ſeveral of my friends, in ar- 
gument with the moſt infamous of all the tools of 
that adminiſtration, Mr. Philip Carteret Webb.

Mr. Webb ſaid, that orders won d 
be given for his admiſſion at the Tower. I complain- 
ed of the ſhameful evaſion of the Haheas Corpus, 
in ſending me to the Tower, though the orders of 


the Chief Fuftice Pratt were known. Mr. Webb 


made no reply to this. He came to vifit me at the 
Tower in the beginning of my impriſonment, when 
I had not the permiſſion to ſee my friend. I de- 
ſir d him almoſt at his firſt entrance to take his 
leave, for if I was nat allow'd to ſee theſe I lov'd, 1 
wou d nit fr thoſe I deſpis' d. | 

While I continued in the Tower, I was preſſed to 
offer bail in order to regain my liberty, and two of 
the firſt nobility defired to be my ſecurities in the 
| ſum of 100,000. each. I was exceedingly grate- 
ful for the offer, but would not accept it. I ob- 
' ſerv'd that neither my health, nor my ſpirits, were 
affected; that I wou'd by great temperance and 
abſtinence endeavour to compenſate the want of air 
and exerciſe, bat if my health ſuffer'd in a. dan- 
gerous way, I wou'd-then accept ſnch generous of- 
fers, for I hop'd to live that fo noble a cauſe might 


be brought to a glorious iſſue for the liberties of 
| FA, 
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my country. From the beginning of this arduous 
buſineſs, I wou'd not on any occaſion give bail, by 
which I never -involv'd any friend, and remain'd 
the perfect maſter of my own conduct. 

I ſhall now, my lord, proceed to do myſelf juſ- 
tice againſt a calumny of Sir John Cuft, a perſon 
of the meanelt natural parts, and infinitely beneath 
all regard, except from the office he bears, with 
the utmoſt diſcredit to himſelf, with equal difgrace 
and inſufficiency to the public. I find in the vo- 
lume of the Journals of the Houſe of C:mmons, j :it 
publiſhed, vol. 29. p. 721. © Jovis 190. die J:nu- 
arii 1764. Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houſe, 
„ that he, on Tueſday laſt, receiv'd a letter bx

It is certain that the certificate 
was in all the uſual forms; yet, though the affair 
was determin'd with reſpect to me, and I was in- 
decently expell'd the Houſe of Commons on the 
ſame day, without any time being allow'd for 
other proof, a regard to truth, and my own honour, 
made me give the moſt compleat anſwer to this: 
wretched ſubterfuge of the abandon d Majority... 
| ſent a ſecond certificate in the uſual form they 
had preſcrib d themſelves, atteſted by two notaries,

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and confirm'd by the Engliſh em baſſador. I wrote 
likewiſe again to the ſpeaker on the 5th of Febru- 
ary following, but neither the ſecond letter, certi- 
ficite, or atteſtation, is to be found in the Zeurnal;, 
as they ought in jufiice ro my character. I have, 
however, my lord, taken care that they ſhou'd be 
publiſh'd, for in a free government like ours, I will 
endeavour through my life to emulate the ſpirit of 
ancient Rome, Provco . and while the 
people do not condemn me, I ſhall, perhaps in this, 
moſt certainly in every ſucceeding age, rife ſuperi- 
or to any party cabal, or court faction. This ſtep- 
cover'd my ememics with confuſion, but was of no 
farther ſervice to me. The party war againit me 
ceas'd of courſe in the H-uſe of Comment, but 
flzm'd with equal fury in Meſt minſter-hiall, and was 
attended with every circumltince of revenge and 
cricky, which the ingenious. wit of a Mansfield 
co ild deviſe to gratify the malice of a bad heart. 

By the ſame JOURNALS, page 722, I find that 
I am voted guiliy of writing and publiſh: ng the ba- 
per, iutituled “ The North Briton, No. 45, and 
that ſeveral witneſſes were examin'd. There is not 
however in the JOURNALS a ſingle word of the 
evidence they gave, and it is well known that rot 
one of them did, or.cou'd fay any thing relative 
to the authorſhip.

fied, had juſt obtain'd two verdicts againſt me, 
were ſtill in full power. I yielded to theſe reaſons 
becauſe propter eorum ſcelus, nihil mihi intra meos 
parietes tutum, nihil inſidiis vacuum viderem. Lord 
Hallifax for near two years avail'd himſelf of every ' 
advantage, which-privilege and the chicane of lar 
cou'd furniſh. He never enter d an appearence to 
a court of juſtice, and the Common Pleas had, as 
far as they cou'd, puniſh'd ſuch an open contempt, 
fuch a daring proof that adminiſt raticn wou'd not 


ſubmit to the law of the land, and had endeavour- 
| ä ed 
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ed to compel his lordſhip to appear. Towards the 
end of 1764 I was outlawed. The proceedings 
continued againſt his lordſhip till that hour. He 
then appear'd, and his ſingle plea was, that zs an 
outlaw, I cou'd not hold any action. No other 
defence was made againſt the henious charge of 
having.in my perſon ſo violated the rights of the 
people. 

felt this, my lord, as the moſt cruel ſtroke, 
which fortune had given me. Juſtice had at length 
overtaken many of the inferior criminals, but my 
outlawry prevented my puniſhing, the great, the 
Capital offender, when after all his ſubterfuges, he 
was almoſt within my reach. I pleafe myſelf how- 
ever with the reflexion that no miniſter has ſince 
dared to iſſue a GENERAL WARRANT, nor to ſign 
an order for the SEISURE OF PAPERS., In the one 
the perſonal liberty of every ſubject is immediately 
concern d. On the other may depend not only 
his own ſafety and property, but what will come 
ſtill more home to à man of honour, the - ſecurity, 
the happineſs of thoſe, with whom he is moſt inti- 
mately connected, their fortunes, their future views, 
perhaps ſecrets, the difcovery of which wou'd drive 
the coldeft ftoic to difpair, their very exiſtence poſ- 


ſibly, all that is important in the public walk of 


life, all that is dear and ſacred in friendſhip and 
in love. I was the laft oppreſs'd, but I was the 
firft man who had the courage to carry through a 
juſt reſiſtence to theſe acts of deſpotiſm. Now the 
opinions of our fovereign Courts of Juſtice are 
known and eftabliſhd, I rejoice that ſeveral 
others, who ſuffer d before me, have ſince made 
their appeal to the laws, and obtain'd redreſs, I 
hope the iron rod of - miniſterial oppreſſion is at 

lengths 
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length broken, and that I am the laſt victim of 
violence and cruelty, I ſhall not then regret alk 
the ſacrifices I have made, and my mind ſhall feaſt 
itſelf with the recollection in the unjuſt exile I am 
doom'd to ſuffer from my friends and my native:
